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• S Jamestown and the James river settlements 
were the beginnings of English civilization upon 
the American continent, Williamsburg, which 
succeeded Jamestown as the capital of Virginia, 
was the Cradle of the American Revolution. Here, in 
the old capitol at the east end of Duke of Gloucester street, 
were passed the resolutions against the stamp act, the reso- 
lutions for the committees of correspondence, and the reso- 
lutions calling on Congress to declare the American colonies 
free and independent States.
